States parties to protocol agree establish permanent international 
commission composed of repreaentativea of states partlea to 
protocol and of Oernan {leaner at lc Republic; 

Functions of said commission shall be to supervise observance of 
the status of free city of West Berlin and the ensuring of city's 
Independence. Comnlssion shall pay special attention to observance 
of the status in particular, to that which pertains to demilitariz- 
ation of free city, to prohibition to carry out there hostile activ- 
ities directed against apy attite and also to the non-lnterferapce 
in Internal life of free city of Weat Berlin. 

For the purpose of discharging functions of commission its 
members end its officials' "shall enjoy on territory of free city 
of West Berlin such privileges and immunities as are necessary 
for an independent performance of their functions. 

Commission shall establish Its rules of procedure. 

Authorities of free city of West Berlin shall rsnder ever*. assis - 
tance to commission in performance of its functions.
